mon weal. 

('t)ming iiKU'c r.loH dy to the conHideration 
of (Hir accompliHhmentM, we may wtdl con- 
grat ulaf.c (tuisclv(*s upon the fruitful out- 
come t>f our elTorts. At the^ very beginning 
of our career, we call • I atttmtion to the 
need of a higher course in our State kcIiooIh: 
the neeil of tMilarired fa<'ilities ftn* industrial 
t raining and more thorough Hupervision of 
the same ; and we urged the rcimn al of the 
]*hiladelu))ia School from itHcraniixd (iino- 
tersin the city, forbidding development, to 
the ctuintry where, with more room, the 
educational and iritlustrial training of th«» 
children, as w 11 as their physical develop- 
ment, could receive"the atttmtion, re(jnircd. 
And we may fetd satisfat'tion in knowing 
that the reprrsentjititms wc then made, 
with the agitation (if the subject that fol- 
loW(»d, were cfTective in bringing alxmt the 
present snU*ndid establishment at Mt. Airy, 
with its tnree separate educational dc»i)art- 
ment.H- t*rimary, tntermediate and Ad- 
vanced — and its well ((inipped Industrial 
School where no lens tlinn si'vcMiteen trades 
are taught by compeU'iit ffirenien under the 
the HUpervlHion of an efticient frincijial 
Not only this, but onr rec<nnmcndation of a 
pos'f-graduate (Mvurse in trade's has recet>tly 
be(»n cJirried out, and now all qunlifieil 
graduates of the educational dejiartment* 
may return for two years more to pn»pare 
theiiis(dv<»s lu'tter for the trades they desire 
to follow. 

Witl\ all these facilities, however, the In- 
Htitnti<m is not yet complete. Having al- 
rea<ly coHt over a luilhoii dollars, many 
thou.sa.nds more must, be expended nefcu'c \i, 
shall have attained the full m<'aHure of de- 
velopment. There IS need for another edu- 
cati'iinl department ; ftir a gymnasium ; for 
a library ; a chapel and an aHsembly hall ; 
and f(U' tht^ enlargement of its industrial 
department. The latter, elfective as it imw 
is, cannot fuUlll the p irpose of its b*'ing 
until it shall bi^ a U'chniod} sclnxd in every 
meaning of the word, issuing certilicates of 
proficiency that will .secnrt' the employ- 
ment of all the gradnatcH bidding it.. The 
fact that a young man is agra'luate of (iir- 
ard ( /ollege will secMire him almost instant 
emplovmeiitin any business house; why 
shouhl it not also be i>ossible to so improve 
our schools that diplomas will serve as 
i)aHHports to the varitms shops and facto- 
ries f None realize more than those who 
have to deal with the graduates of our 
schools, how '-'^s -M it is for a <leaf-mutc 
(,f> fditain <Mi i ; nor how often the 

imperfect -ti received al the 

schools unlits tlieia tor competition with 
IsfMiring nnMi who servinl lonu' apprent ice-

and that they will [irovide the r(»medy ; and 
I have not referred to the matter here in 
any siiirit of criticism, buttocall attention 
to the need that exists for thorough techni 
cal training, in t>rder that our deaf-mute 
graduates may tike their place side by 
side with their hearing fellow workerH, t.'o 
stand or fall by their merits. 

In other directiuus we have not been idle. 
We have agitated thcHubiectof a ct)m(ml- 
s«ny school law f<jr deaf-inut.i»K, and our 
agitation has not been without effect in the 
pasHagectf the Act of Legislature now in 
force. Hut lik<' manv other neees.sarv and 
well meaning Acts, tids one is nullified by 
the lack of ways and means for enforcing 
it. In (U-der to imike elTective a compul- 
sory .school law for deaf-mut»cs, an ins|)ec- 
lor (»r agent must be <'mployerl, whose liusi- 
ness it shall be, clothed wit h full authority 
to enforce the decret* of (iovernment, to 
hunt up deaf niutcH of school ago and see 
I hat they are sent tc» school. 

We luive waged war npcm the vagrants 
and impostors wh<t have injured our cause 
in the community. We have proiested re- 
jtc/itedly and strongly against, the cbiu.se 
in the "Tramp Law" exem[iting deaf- 
mutes fnmi its operations, ami endeavm-ed 
to get its repeal. This has not yet lieen ac- 
complished, but the t*lTect of our pmtests 
has lieen to practitvally (dear the State from 
deaf-mutts vagrants and other impostors 
who formerly ftumd it congenial stamping 
ground. W(» must keep uf> the agitation 
until the law is re()eale(l or amended as wc 
desinv No matter if the Law is a. d(»ad 
let.tcr, its existence up(m the statute liooks 
of our State* is a slur and a disgrace to 
which we as self-resp cting and taw-abid- 
ing citiz<»ns cannot (luietly submit. i)ea.'- 
m nits heggars, whether as vagrants or un- 
der the guise of iMMldl(»rH, are ntt better than 
tins idle and vicious of the hearing porti(ni 
of the community and demnving in» mon* 
sym athv. 

We took part, as an (u* ■'"'U in the 

erection of a Ht.atU(> at \V i to the 

memory of rinnnaM Hojdv n udet, the 

founder of d(*af~mul.e cdin iit.uMt in this 
c<mntry. This statue cost $l(l(MH) oi' which 
we gave $2,(HH», the largest sum c(mtribute(i 
through any society or by any State in the 
I'ritim. 

We began and have cjiriied forward as 
part of our permanent W(n'k the movement 
to (Establish a Home for t.h Aged and In 
Mrin Deaf Mutes of Pennsylvania, and have 
raised a sum appr taching $4,(KK) f(H' this 
object. I'lifiu'tunattdv, tne widespread 
businesH deprt'ssion or tlie past few years 
and othiM- unfavfuablc circumstances have 
retarded the growth (»f the fund and delay 
ed the realization o( the project, but (he 
progress has been steady and we may hope 
t.hat with the ret urn ot* prospisrity the es- 
tablishment of the Home will not b<« f/ir 
distant. Speaking n(tw as a m(Mnl»er of the 
Hoard of Trustees, J may say that tins loca- 
tion (d'the proiioKcd Home has been a mat- 
ter for careful consideration. Williams- 
p(U*t has been favorably 1 bought of in this 
connection, /ind as olTcrs of aMsisiance have 
been made by liberal citizens there, it is 
probable that an elfort will be imnh* soon 
t.o bring about the accomnlishment of the 
project there. Hul while we are "wait 
mg for something t(t turn uj>," let us 
turn ourselves witli rem'wed energy t(» thcs 
work of raising funds. We can never gath- 
er too mmdi for this (d»j»M't. and of late 
there has been ati ' of zeal.

We hav(» no peoph> (»f 
wealth aimmg us, and the* Invst we c.in do is 
but Httl(> imu-eover, in t.liesi" days of 
multiplied (diarities and philant liropic ef 
f«trts it is ditlicult t<t claim the att.enti(»n of 
iVie public for a new enterpris(», no matter 
how necessnry <»r des(»rving. Hut if, in the 
boUHdy phrase of LIncoIit, wi^ will ke«i> on 
patiently "Hawing wood," the reali?iation 



of onr hopes may Iw nearer than we think. 
In this connection, the increase of our 
memberHhip, both active and associate, is 
highly important. With a larger mem be r- 
shii) actively interested in the objects of 
our society, the success of onr projects will 
be more readily assured. Steps should be 
taken to circulate information of our so 
ciety and its aims, particularly the Home, 
among Ixith the deaf and hearing, and to 
solicit not only nH'mliershii> ftvs but special 
contributions. I have in mind an associa- 
tion of deaf-mutes in Alton, Germany, 
much like our own, and wliich may serve 
us as an example. Organ IzimI some fifteen 
years ago, it now has an active member- 
Hhip of ',ir>t) deaf-mutes with more than JK),- 
(HK> hearing associates, and over f25,000 in 
its treasury. Surely, what has been done 
in one snuUl (jierman province, may be done 
in a great State like tins with its live mil- 
lions of [leople and its more than 5,(KX) deaf- 
mutes. This subject dcHerves earnest con- 
sideration at thi.s' meeting. As a society, we 
should have constantly at hand complete 
statistics of the deaf aiid dumb of P(Minsyl- 
vania, their names, residences, ages, edu- 
cation, occupation, etc. Su(di statistics wonld 
involve some time and labor to complete, 
Imt their value to us would be manifold. 
Various other matters will be brought be- 
fore you or suggest tliems(dvesin the course 
of onr deliberations. May we be animated 
by the spirit of harmony in all our consul- 
tations, and may the results of this meet- 
ing redound to the credit of our society and 
the benefit of tho.se for whose advancement 
we arc working.

Roundheads. 

I'he Home slndti^rs 5(H) veterans, 
and does it in such a elean com tor- 
table and (*osey style, that the 
Slate* has as mnch n^ason to be 
prt)ud as it-s old soldi<»r boys hav*» 
to be grateful. 

The slet*|)ing rotuns are models of 
lUNitness, and tin* oc<'Upants and 
tludr friends have so decoratctl 
them with pi(dun\s, l>ric-a-l>rac and 
(MubioidrrtMl articles, that (»ach 
setMus distinctly and quaintly dif- 
fen*nt from the other. 

riie pictures in almost all of the 
rooms run to war scenes and war 
lienies. 

There are very few rooms with- 
otit |)ort raits of <»ither Washington, 
Lincoln, (Trant, or Sherman, and 
many of them have all, with ihw- 
ti(dd, fiOgan, and President McKin- 
U'V as Wtdl. 

Thrre are also to be seen framed 
pictures of (4ettysburg and Antie- 
tam. 

One vetiM^aii had his bureau and 
and bed covtvred with marvelous 
embroidery, representing a man- 
of-war, a light house, and other 
things, all <lone in colort^l silk. 

One vct<*ran, Rob«M't I). I). Bri- 
an, <»ne being tjuestiontHl, stated 
that he went to the war when only 
17 y(»ars old, and Htay(»d four years, 
having been in thiity-six battles. 
His brother and father wt^n* in the 
same company as himself, and both 
W(M*<^ killiMl. Comrade Biiau said 
th*^ ilcnne was always comfortable, 
and in winter the temperatunM>f 



rooms wfis never below 75 degrees. 
He said they had everything they 
wan t tnl — e xeept whisk ey . 

There is a large smoking rooai in 
which the old sohlicr boys enjoy 
themselves with pipes and tobacco, 
and play cards, chess, checkers ami 
fifteen -ball pool.

On the grounds, near the shore 
of the lake, still stands the old 
block, house, wherein our fore- 
fathers, with flint-lock muskets 
ponrcd shot into the i)rovvling rtMl- 
skins. 

It was in this block-house that 
(Umeral Anthony Wayne, Corn- 
man derdn -Chief of the IT. S. Army, 
died at the age of 52 years, on 
l)ecemt>er I5th, 171H). lie was bn- 
ried inside the blockhouso, and a 
slab of sculptured gratuie still 
rests on tin* sjiot where his re- 
mains reposed, though sub- 
sequently they were nMO'm-i a, id 
interred at Chester, Pa.

The introduction 
of a method, known as the '* pure oral," has 
brought forth able and enthusiastic defend- 
ers of the "combined system," which em- 
braces under one roof all methods of in- 
struction in use ; applying the sign lan- 
guage in cases where the oral metluxi fails, 
as it often does, as a means of mental cul- 
ture. The *' combined system" after a trial 
of' many years, has iHHni found to ''do the 
greatest good to the greatest number." We 
hope that the oral met hot! will have a full 
and fair trial, until the public can set*\vhat 
it is worth as a means or education.

He is not aske<i to pay a percent- 
age, and does not bankrupt him- 
Holf by ar-eepting promises to pay 
from thoH<t who wish to jiosness the 
group but dislike to relinquish its 
price. The fiffeen or twenty min- 
utes he spends in getting the 
crowd into proper position and fo-

She claimed ti» be looking for 
Maud C4ibf>s, who was a classmate 
of tin* Fre**rnan woman at an in- 
stitution for mutes in New York 
City. She acknowledge*! that her 
name was Sarah Freenum, and on 
hearing that the young lady for 
whom she was looking was in 
Kingston, she left apparently for 
that place. Mrs. Gibls, however, 
does not bi'lieve that Miss Freenum 
went to Kingston, and it is also 
slated that Miss Freeman is 
said to have been seen in Hock- 
land last night. 

Mrs. Frank Smith, of No. 53

You see, when 
she was caught taking food from 
thi* hoiiso to fee<l him, after she. 
had returned from New York, she 
was worked up and sorry, and 
HHhairred of it, and when ho riidn't 
do as he agreed in paying back 
the money, sfie felt more worked 
up than ever. Why, when she left 
the house that day 1 don't tliink 
she had slightest idea of leaving 
home. I was on a car (Mr. Smith 
is a brakeman) and she saw me 
and waved tiei cape to me two 
or three tlini-M niJfiarently light 
hearted."

Mrs. Smith said her daughter was 
w^ry smart and capable, an ex- 
cellent cook, having taken the 
j)riz<^ in the institution in New 
York. She was a beautiful pen- 
man and capable, an exp(»rt copy- 
ist f>n a typewriter. W^^r one idea 
sfemefi to be get work that she 
might sup[)ort herself. In one 
thing, however, she was peculiar. 
If she set her heart on doing any 
[)articular thing she was determined 
to do it and nothiui.!: eould stop her. 
All her clothes exeef^t the street 
costume she wf)re when she w*?nt 
away are at her mother's home on 
Walnut Street.

The sessions of the convention 
are open to all wlio wish to attend, 
but, of course, taking part in the 
proceedings is renn^rved t.o the mem- 
bcM's ot the association.

J. E. (lallaher's ^avel called tlu^ 
the convention to order and in- 
troduced the liev.

President Gallaher read his ad- 
dress, which is here given in full : 

PRKSn>KNT'8 ADDKKSH. 

Ladies and GeiUhmcn :~We the gra- 
duates and former pupils of the Illinois 
State School for the JVar, meet for the filth 
time in twenty years, three of our meetings 
having been held at Jackson ville^ one* at 
Siiringlield, and now we meet in the world- 
fatiu'd city of Chicago. In a city of lunirly 
two milli<m people, among whom are nuu'e 
than a thousand deaf people, commonly 
called ** deaf-mutes" and the '*deaf aiui 
dumb," there are nuiny things to interest 
visitorH, and I hope you all will lind that 
the time and uu>ney expended in coming 
here has been well spent. To those of our 
hearing frieiuls prt^seut who would like to 
know the object of (Mir meetings, I would 
say that we meet in convention at stated 
intervals for both business and pleasure. 
The business [>art consists of the discussion 
of t(»pics alTecting our welfare and happi- 
ness an<i that of tlu^ deaf of our State. 

The graduates and former pupils of most 
of our States have an organization similar 
to our own, and in three States they nu»t in 
c(»nvention this summer. Several of these 
organizations are engaged in the laudable^ 
work of raising a fund tur the establish- 
ment of a honu^ for the aged and infirm 
deaf. There are but two such homes in the 
United States, oiu^ in New York and the 
other in Obio. It takes many years of hard 
work to raise a fund sufficient for such a 
purpose, and while opinions ditTer as to the 
expediency of siu'.h an undertaking in *)ur 
own State, there are none who d*'ny the 
beiu^volent and Christian spirit wliich 
actuates its supporters. 

The Alumni Association of Ohio has been 
very fortunatti in securing the lunne it now 
owns. After a cea.seless labor of a quarter 
of a century it succeeded in opening its 
home last December, the place of refuge 
and rest consisting of two large brick 
buildings, of 4<i rooms, and 12 acres of good 
land, tt IS tlie only institution of its kind 
in the world owiumI and controlled by the 
deaf theninelves. 

An event of special interest to all of us 
took jdace at tlie State (Capitol last ,lnne. 
It was the passage of the Horgardns Day 
School bill This bill, now a law, |)rovidt*s 
for t he opening of small classes of deaf 
children for instruction in a. room in one <>f 
the pnblic schocd laiildings (tf the State, 
'riiree i)upils will be enongh to start a class 
and their ages nuiy range from three to 
twenty-ofu' years, 'l^he expense of instruc- 
t,i(»n shall be paid out of the common sehool 
fund, througn the comity superiuti«ndents, 
and shall be at the rate of $IM) j>er year for 
eficii pupil. Teachers are to be fippointed 
i»y the State SuiH'rintendent of Pnblic In- 
strnction. applicants being recjuired to show 
a teacher s certificate, and they must have 
received special training as a teacher of the 
deaf for a term not less thati one vear. 

The bill, while in both brau(dies of the 
legislntun% was bitt' rly o]»poMed by those 
connected with the schctol at Jackson vi lie 
and by the deaf of ('hicago. Tin* latter 
hcild a ixiass meeting, passed rescdutions, 
and ai>pointed a committee to go to Spring- 
lU'ld t(» use its influence to deft'M-t the bill. 
Tiie grountis <»f the objection wen* two, 
uMuvely : (1) That there was no necessity 
for a number of stnall dav schcxds all over 
the State, t he allegation being that the in- 
Htitution lit Jjicksonville was large enough 
to accomodati* all; and (2) that tht» bill was 
backed by the *' Oralists" ouly, and conse- 
(|u«Mitly was intended for the establishment 
of or/il cbiy scdiools (»xclusivelv. 

'riie fri»Mulsof the bill, on tne other hand, 
cotitoruled tluit parents of deaf childn'n 
sliould have the right of choice lu^tween a 
St'ite institution and a (biy school, ami 

should not 1"" Med to send their chil- 

<!ren to an i n when they did not 

want to. Til .ssrrte<l that the hill 

aiuHui at no one niotlunl, leaving it optional 
with the parents and s<du»ol authorities to 
nuvke use of the method best adapted for 
the class. The tnembers of the letfiHlature 
finally decidtMl to pass the bill and .see how 
it wcu'ild work. 

Dr. (tillett, for B7 years the able Superin- 
tendent of our Alma Af f/fcr and under whom 
the great majority of us received our edu- 
cation, was removed l>y (tov. Altgeld in 
IHlJIt, because ho had the itiisfortune to be 
born a Hepnblican. Since then he has been 
the presidetit of the American Association 
for the Promotion of Speech to the De »f 
while st.ill reinaining a "ccunbined system" 
advocate. His snccesHt)r was Mr, S. T. 
Walker, whom those of you who attend d 
onr last reunion well reTuember, and wh!> 
eonducted the afTairs of the Illinois institu 
tion with c(»mmendable ability. When Mr. 
Tanner became governor, there were many 
inquiries as to wdiether he would allow Mr. 
Walker to stay, or vt^h ether he would fol- 
low in th(» footsteps of his pr(»d»»cess ir in of- 
fice and make a change. Whatever the ]>re~ 
text, we find that he did just as Mr. Altgeld 
had done, and s(» another good man wassac- 
riflced on the political altar. There were 
nvany candidates for Mr. Walker's place, 
lint the trustees, at the suggestion of the 
governor, decided upim Dr. Joseph C. (Gor- 
don, for 2H years a t)rofessor In the College 
f(U' the Deaf at Washington, a gentleman 
with an extensive acquaintance with theedu- 
cation of the Deaf. We welcome Dr, (ror- 
dt)n coidially, and hope he wil' 1)** allowed to 
remain iinmolest(»d as the head of the Illi- 
nois State School for the Deaf for matiy 
years. 

It would he Idle for me to make any re- 
marks about the evil effects of politics in 
our schools for tlie Deaf. This has b«'en 
doTie time and again by cilucators of the 
Deaf in c<m vent ion and by the Deaf them- 
selves. It will be enough to say that since 
f»olitics got a foothold in tin* Illinois insti 
tut.ion the s<;hool has suffered in reputation.

Discussion of this paper was con- 
lined to '' agreeing with it ,^' Messrs. 
Cloud and llasenstab leaxling those 
whose thoughts ran in the san\e 
channel, so to speak. 

A letti^r from Prof. A. C. Draper, 
was read by Mr. llasenstab. Mr. 
Draper snid in part : 

*' Although I have not the honor 
of being a graduate of the Illinois 
School, I should take the greatest 
sitisfaclion ia accepting your in- 
vitation, did not tinu* and distance 
previ^nt. Your meeting and an in- 
spection of its programme bring to 
mind the assertions of a prominent 
pronu»ter of theories (not an educa- 
tor) of the deaf, nmde at Stilwnu- 
kee this summer. Ib^ publicly de- 
(dared (hat the American system 
of educa(ing the deaf results in 
'taking them nway from associa- 
tion with their brothers and listers 
and hearing friends,' that ' they 
are forei^MuMS in their own c(Uin- 
try,' that 'they are an isolated 
class,' etc., etc. 

" I deny the truth of such state- 
ments. The adult deaf are scat- 
tered in the community. They 
are good (Mtizens. They do good 
work. They mingle with the hear- 
ing as far as the limitations of deaf- 
ness make pheasant atul nracdcable. 
To ignore these limitations is men^ 
dreaming, or worse. It is to tly in 
Nature's face. And it is futile. 
Many of the* theories of this pro- 
moti»r have been arbitrarily en- 
fotx»ed in Cermany for a century, 
yet the laws oT human luvture rule 
among the adult deaf there as here, 
" I not oidy deny the truth of 
the s(atements but rej(H*( (heir 
sjn'rit. If the statt^ment.s are flat 
their philosophy is freezing. When 
the Uilult deaf lay aside tlieir toils 
a day and uvhH to carry out such 
a program as yi>urs, tliey go bat*k 
to those several toils with warmed 
hc>arts and a renewe<l coiu»eption 
of thi* pretnousness of friendship. 
To deny (hem siudi a sohu'e in (he 
hard and steady strain of life may 
be d(*fensible from a st»i(»ii(rti<» but 
scarcely fn>m a human standpoint. 
'* Knjoy, then,, your nu>cting to 
(he full. Make it high in aim and 
strenuous in ctTort. CaTM*y from it 
new slrength and cIuhu- for the 
daily task (hat waits for each," 

On mo(ion of Mr. Cloud, Mr. 
Drap<»r was (>lected an honorary

WilRUK.Vs, A biU for the creation of day 
schools for the deaf to be un icr the suuer- 
vision of comity superintendeiits of euolle 
schools, was framed by the advocates 
of the -s'Mifif* oral !iietht)d of educating the 
deaf — obviously for the purpose of exteud- 
Ing and perpetuating? that niethcxl—and 
passed by the last legislative assembly of 
Illinois : 

WUKUKAS, The framcrs of the day school 
bill, to inKure its paasfige, mantaitunl at 
the ca[)ital a"lobby composed of persons un- 
fantlHar w th the merits of tlie various 
methods (>f educating the deaf, and without 
standing in the i>rofession of instructors, 
who resorted to met hcnls at once unfair and 
undignified in onhn* to gain their end, in 
utter disregard of the protests of the educat- 
ed deaf, of the ablest educators of the deaf, 
and the fact that no ueeti whatever existed 
for the kind of schoola they sought to es- 
tablish; therefore, be it 

Ht'stilved, That the Alumni Association 
of the lUinois State School for the Deaf, in 
convention assembled in (Chicago, August 
*28, 18'.*7, heartily endorses the conduct of 
Dr S. T. Walker in o[>posingthe day school 
bill, commends his emcieiit services to the 
cause of education, and his excel lenf ad- 
ministration of the aitairs of ita alina 
matrr, sincerely deplores his removal from 
theotriceof superintendent, and condemns 
the school bill lobby, its methods and its 
works. 

Resolved, That (lov. R. Tanner, by reason 
of his having atTUiated with the school bill 
lobby, usurped the functions of the Board 
of Trustees >f our alma inatvr and demand- 
ed t!\c resignation (^f its efficient president. 
Hon. Oatcs Strawn. his own anpomtee. and 
of its able sujierintendent. Dr. S. T. Walker, 
has thereby forfeited all claim to the re- 
spect and supptu-t of members of the as- 
sociation 

Ueaolred, That we pledge ourselves to 
secnre. if possible, the repeal of the day 
seliool law, or its proper modification, so as 
to insure that all children of the state shall 
be taught by means of the combined me- 
thod^ by cotn potent teachera, under experi- 
enced supervision. 

Hcsolved. That copies of theses resolutions 
be given to the press for pubHcation. 

After these were passed, a eom- 
mittee of three was appointed to re- 
vise the Constitution and By-Laws 
— Messrs. Ke'jensbuiir, of Chieago, 
Gray, of Pittsburg, and Seaton, of 
Devils Lake, North Dakota. 

On a vote being take n for tlie 
next nuH^ing plaee of the Union, 
Deeatur, Til., reeeived a majority of 
votes over Jaeksonville. 

At 2 o'eloek the eonvention ad- 
jo timed sine ff?>, and the niembers 
and frieiuls repaire<i to the front of 
the new Publie Library, where n 
i.>roup photograph was taken, and 
then lunch was in order. 



Afternoon. 
Dinner being over, a bee line for 
the Saratoga was stiuek by those 
holding the triangular pieces of 
paste boa I'd entitling them to seats 
on the tally ho. But one coach 
had been ordered, and when tbose 
who had not engaged a seat on the 
first (urach saw how tint* the others 
looked, requests for another ct>ach 
were so nunu>rous that ase(*ondor»e 
was Sent f<>r. Waiting for this de- 
layed tin* start half an hour. The 
coaches seat 40 pet>ple each, but 43 
manag* d to get seats on the tirst 
one. Finally gifting started, the 
(nvaches went over on Michigan 
Avtuiue, where in front of the art 
Institute jihotouraphs of the parties 
were taken. The first coach thou 
prociHMhul to Washington park vin 
Michigan and Grand Bcuilevards, 
and from there to be McCowan 
School in Knglewootl as per special 
invitation from Miss McCtiwan.

At 
the otVice of the brew^ery each one 
received a souvenir minature bot- 
tle of beer and a fine book of views 
of the works, and a guide being 
furnished they were shown through 
the w^orks, ending in the co<ding 
cellar, which was somewhat like 
Klondike idt^a of temperature, and 
on emerging once more into the 
outer world tfu^y were invited to 
have a sample glass of the firm's 
product fn^sh fnun the brew.

Both services were w^ell attended, 
ind after service it was then that 
good-byes commenced to be said. 

In the morning those who Iiad 
their wdieels along, or who desired 
to rent one and have a spin, were 
taken on a 40-mile run around the 
the city by the Pas-a-Pas Wheel- 
men. 

This ended the Reunion as far as 
the pt*ogram was concerned.
